Russell Sage's Widow Gives Away 
Half of Husband's $55,000,000 Estate 
In Philanthropic Work— Miss Helen 
Gould Also Devotes Fortune to | 
Charitable Projects. 

Edward H. Harriman, who died Sept 
9, 1909, amounts to $71,000,000 makes 
the position of his widow, Mrs. Mary 
W. Harriman, secure as the richest 
woman in America. This country prob- 
ably has the most remarkable list of 
wealthy women of any land in the 
world. 

In a will containing nincty-nlna 
words Harriman left all his property 
to his wife. They bad reached a thor- 
ough understanding as to the manage- 
ment of his vast estate, and his faith 
In her good judgment was so thorough 
that he did not deem it necessary to 
incumber her with restrictions or con- 
ditions. 

Since his death she has devoted her 
time to the mastering of the task. She 
has been assisted by the services of 
Charles A. Pea body, president of a 
large life insurance company. By and 
by she will give more time to charity. 
Hetty Green Has $55,000,000. 

Mrs. Hetty Green got $1,000,000 
when her father. Edward Robinson, 
died forty-five years ago. leaving an 
estate of 30.000.000. The remaining 
$8,000,000 was left in trust to her 
children. Soon an aunt, Sylvia Ann 
Howland. died and added about $4,- 
000,000 to Mrs. Green's store. She has 
doubled and redoubled her fortune. It 
is now estimated at $55,000,000. Her 
daughter Sylvia is the wife of Mat- 
thew A. Wilkes, a New York clubman. 
Mrs. Green has preferred for many 
years to live in a little Hoboken flat 
because it was cheap. 

Mrs. Russell Sage, whose kindly face 
is an index to her feelings, had the 
staggering task laid on her of spending ; 
$55,000,000 Russell Sage had acquired. 
In the first three years after his death 
she disposed of $25,000,000. She has 
endowed the Russell ssage foundation, 
the mission of which is to make the 
condition of the poor happier.

Not very much in the way of mu- 
nicipal progress can be claimed by 
any community which allows aristo- 
crat or plebeian curs to swarm its 
streets and alleys and constitute an 
all round menace to the health, peace 
and quiet of its inhabitants.

Sunflower State's Chief Executive, 
Victor In Republican Primaries For 
Second Term, Succeeds by Fighting 
Corporations and Appealing to the 
People Directly. 

Governor Walter Roscoe Stubbs, 
who has been renominated by the 
Republican voters of Kansas, has had 
a short career in politics compared 
with most leaders. It is only seven 
years since he began to interest him- 
self at all actively in public affairs, 
and now he seems assured of a second 
term in office, which may lead to his 
going to the United States senate. 

For it is no secret that the gov- 
ernor's ambition is to succeed Senator 
Charles Curtis, whose term expires 
in March, 1913, and whose successor 
will be choseu two years hence. 

Stubbs is red headed, like that other 
insurgent leader of Kansas Repub- 
licans. Victor Murdock. Red hair 
means energy, and Stubbs is brimful 
of energy. Oddly enough, he comes of 
Quaker stock. His parents, who lived 
in Richmond. Ind., when he was Ixirn, 
were very poor: also they were mem- 
bers of the Society of Friends. 

Proved Himself Fighter. 

A "fighting Quaker" is proverbially 
a bad man to run against. And Stubbs 
has proved to his apponents that he 
can fight, out of pure love of fighting, 
if for nothing else, in politics. His de- 
sire to do things Is so great that one 
can only wonder whether the chamber 
of the dignified senate could contain 
him in one of his crusading moods. 

Now fifty-two years old. the gov- 
ernor is wealthy as a result of many 
years of hard work as a contractor, 
mostly in railroad building. Thus be 
has an intimate acquaintance with one 
feature of railroad affairs, the cost of 
new lines. During his political cam 
paigns Stubbs has been charged with 
ingratitude to the hand that fed him, 
for he has risen in politics chiefly as 
an anti-railroad man. But he has al- 
ways answered that he had nothing to 
do with the railroads except to build 
a good many miles of them at a fair 
profit. 

Stubbs is an open fighter and always 
hits straight from the shoulder or dis- 
dains to hit at all. He has no hesita- 
tion about taking the whole people into 
his confidence when he has a com- 
plaint against the Standard Oil com- 
pany or some other corporation. 
Not an Orator, But — 

As a speechmaker he is not gifted. 
His voice is harsh, his language is fre- 
quently ungrammatical. and his ges- 
tures are awkward. But he can ask 
more questions and express more fer- 
vid thoughts about things in geueral 
when on the stump thau probably any 
other man In political life. And he 
gets down to facts— or allegations—

Mark Twain's Futile Chase After 
a Tallyho Coach. 

MISSED A BIG CELEBRATION. 



The Way the Famous Humorist In 
Company With W. D. Howells Did 
Not Attend the Centennial of the 
Battle of the Minutemen at Concord. 

In his reminiscences of Marl; Twain 
in Harper s Magazine W. D. Howells 
tells amusingly of the time when he 
ami Mr. Clemens missed the anniver- 
sary of the battle of Concord: 

"Mark Twain came on to Cambridge 
in April. 1S75. to go with me to the 
centennial ceremonies at Concord in 
celebration of the battle of the minute- 
men with the British troops a hundred 
years before. We both had special in- 
vitations, including passage from Bos- 
ton, but I said why bother to go to 
Boston when we could just as well 
take the train for Concord at the Cam- 
bridge station. He equally decided 
that it would be absurd, so we break- 
fasted deliberately and then walked to 
the station, reasoning of many things, 
as usual. 

"When the train stopped we found 
it packed inside and out. I'eople stood 
dense on the platforms of the cars. 
To our startled eyes they seemed to 
project from the windows, and unless 
memory betrays me they lay strewn 
upon the roofs like brakemeu slain at 
the post of duty. We remounted the 
fa m worn steps of Porter's station 
and began exploring North Cambridge 
for some means of transportation over- 
land to Concord, for we were that far 
on the road by which the British went 
and came on the day of the battle. 
The liverymen whom we appealed to 
received us, some with compassion, 
some with derision, but in either mood 
convinced us that we could not have 
hired a cat to attempt our conveyance, 
much less a horse or vehicle of any 

"It was a raw, windy day, very un- 
like the exceptionally hot April day 
when the routed redcoats, pursued by 
the Colonials, fled panting back to Bos- 
ton, with 'their tongues hanging out 
like dogs,' but we could not take due 
comfort in the vision of their discom- 
fiture. We could almost envy them, 
for they had at least got to Concord. 
A swift procession of coaches, car- 
riages and buggies, all going to Con- 
cord, passed us, inert and helpless, on 
the sidewalk in the peculiarly cold 
mud of North Cambridge. We began 
to wonder if we might not stop one of 
them and bribe it to take us. 

"I felt keenly the shame of defeat 
and the guilt of responsibility for our 
failure, and when a gay party of stu- 
dents came toward us on the top of a 
tallyho, luxuriantly empty inside, we

But Stubbs made a better fight He 
stripped off his coat and vest on a hot 
day while campaigning and talked to 
the voters in a heart to heart way that 
brought confidence, enthusiasm and 
votes. He has hardly any "book learn- 
ing," and one secret of his strength 
may be that be does not pretend to 
have any. He has been, however, a 
very good friend to the state's educa-

! to fight. He took the reform side of 
everything and made a name on the 
anti-pass question and other issues that 
were considered burning by the farm- 
ers. He fought the ring that con- 
trolled state politics and soon found 
himself a power.

Pensioned Because Tkey Can't Re- 
marry Among Moslems. 

Abdul Hamid's wives continue to be 
a source of perplexity to the Turkish 
government Their number was esti- 
mated not to exceed 200, including fe- 
male slaves of all ranks, but the minis- 
try of finance found itself confronted 
by claims from 740 women who de- 
manded from the ex-sultan's successor 
compensation to the tune of $800,000. 

The government refused to pay this 
sum. but proposed that the chamber 
should sanction an arrangement by 
which the women of the harem for a 
period of ten years should receive 
monthly pensions ranging from $4.25 
to $21.25, which even in frugal Turkey 
is a pretty meager subsistence. The 
Turkishdeputies, however, still thought 
the minis'ry overgenerous. 

Some of the Extreme Left shouted, 
"Why don't you get them married off?" 
whereupon the finance minister retort- 
ed that the women were lone and 
homeless widows and, according to 
Turkish custom, could not expect to at- 
1 tract husbands among the faithful. 
Other deputies suggested that as the 
women came mostly from Asia Minor 
or Albania they should be sent back 
to their native provinces to be cared 
for locally. 
! Here the members for the provinces 
: concerned jumped up and pointed out 
indignantly that the families of these 
women had received good money for 
them by selling them to Yildiz kiosk 
and that the local authorities could not 
now be expected to provide for their 
maintenance. Other deputies again 
firmly refused to do anything at all 
for the ex-sultan's grass widows so 
long as wives and mothers of Ottoman 
soldiers who had bled for their coun- 
try were living in, dire poverty. 

Finally a small majority was found 
for the government's project, and so 
; the women of the harem may look for- 
; ward to receiving their little pension, 
at all events until 1020.

It is becoming more and more gen- 
erally recognized that undertakings 
founded on the great public needs of 
the highly organized society of modern 
times should be controlled by society. 
Whether, having the power, it is ad- 
visable that municipalities should ac- 
tually engage in such undertakings or 
whether they should merely maintain 
their control, as it has been aptly put, 
through their powers as a landlord, is 
a matter which will be determined bj 
the municipalities from political, social 
and economic as well as engineering 
considerations. 

Considering the question from its en 
gineering side alone, it is found that 
from the very essential nature of the 
matter only a certain class of engineer- 
ing undertakings can be efficiently and 
properly operated by states or munici- 
palities. It is very important that this 
limitation should be recognized, as 
where the limitation has been over- 
stepped it has resulted in heavy finan- 
cial losses to the governing bodies im- 
mediately concerned. It has seriously 
checked development in engineering 
lines, and these results have in conse- 
quence afforded a strong argument to 
those opposeJ to municipal operation 
of public utilities. 

It is true ikat under state or munici- 
pal operation some minor and sporadic 
developments may be expected, but 
nothing of a general or important char- 
acter. Important developments gen- 
erally come only from Ihe hands of in- 
dividuals or bodies responsible only to 
themselves and provided with the in- 
centive of a large profit. The elimina- 
tion of self responsibility and incentive 
would inevitably produce a condition 
in industrial and scientific develop- 
ment analogous to the dark ages. 

It is to be noted that this conclusion 
is derived from engineering considera- 
tions alone and does not Include any 
consideration from the political, social 
or economic side. There may, it is 

affect this limitation. Considered, how- | 
ever, from the engineering standpoint : 
alone there can be no question but j 
that the field of state and municipal [ 
operation should be limited to under- j 
takings in which there is no immediate \ 
prospect of or need for Improved 
method. 

A danger which is always associat- ! 
ed with the ownership of industrial 
undertakings is that the capital Invest- 
ed may be lost through the develop- 
ment of new and cheaper methods and 
processes. The extent to which Indus- 
trial machinery of certain types is ren- 
dered obsolete by new improvements 
is not always realized. The writer Is 
personally acquainted with one street 
car railroad plant In which the entire 
electrical equipment of the power 
house was thrown out and replaced 
with improved machinery four times 
within a period of ten years. The Car- 
negie company is reported, correctly.

You Cannot Fool All of the People All 
of the Time. 
The recent condemnation as unfit for 
further service of a number of gas and 
electric light p!s3ta and the closing 
down of some of them at a dead loss 
to the taxpayers should serve as a 
warning to other cities, for this is the 
fate that is likely to overtake all such 
plants in the long run. For the first 
year or two, when no expensive re- 
pairs are needed and the plant is thor- 
oughly up to date, it ought not to be 
difficult to make a good showing. For 
a few years longer the bad bookkeep- 
ing and Inadequate reports, that are 
unfortunately the rule rather than the 
exception, may blind the citizens to 
the deterioration of the plant and to 
Its increasing losses. But the day of 
reckoning inevitably comes when 
breakdown, bad service or demand for 
new equipment that cannot masquer- 
ade as "extensions*' causes an investi- 
gation, and then it becomes evident 
that the plant has been a losing prop- 
osition almost from the start. No plant 
should be accepted as evidence of suc- 
cessful municipal management until it 
has been operated for several years 
and then examined by expert engineers 
and accountants.

LEWIS NIXON. 



Experiments are being made at Bath, 
Me., with the Amphi II., a unique 
craft built for Rear Admiral John A. 
Howells, U. S. N.. retired, which is 
designed for use on land as well as on 
sea. 

Rear Admiral Howells, who was the 
originator of the Howells torpedo, ex- 
perimented with a similar craft a 
year ago. but the results were not just 
what he wanted, so this second craft, 
considerably larger, has been built, and 
there is great interest manifested in 
her trials. 

The craft measures twenty feet long 
and six feet beam, while she has a 
tail ten feet in length. She is equip- 
ped with a single cylinder ten horse- 
power engine, which will, send her 
along, it is hoped, at the rate of seven 
miles an hour in the water or twelve 
miles on land. Mammoth thirty-six 
Inch wheels are situated forward of 
amidships of the craft and another in 
the tail of the craft, thus giving the 
boat the general appearance of a tri- 

Buckets are attached to the forward 
wheels for use in the water, while 
there is also a small propeller, which 
is situated on the port side, for aux- 
iliary service in the water. There is 
also a small centerboard in the tail 
which acts as n rudder for steering the 
craft either on land or on the sea. 

Admiral Howells will take his craft 
to the mouth of the Kennebec river, 
where she will be tried upon the sands 
of Popham beach, and she will also 
be given trials at Old Orchard, and if 
she works satisfactorily she will be 
taken to Long Beach. N. Y. 

Mr. Howells believes that such a 
boat has many uses. It could be used 
as a surfboat at life saving stations, 
while it could also be used by sports- 
men gunning along the coast, who 
could say on the water or go upon the 
beaches ht will.

Now. while this is quite an old story 
to most people, the good work being 
done by a Missouri man to protect our 
birds is new and novel enough to 
awaken much interest in the matter.

Mr. Wright is the special 
deputy and plumage expert under State 
Game Warden Tollerton of Missouri. In 
the game laws of the Bullion State, as 
In many other states, there is a clause 
prohibiting the sale of the plumage 
of nongame birds, but heretofore lit- 
tle or no attention has been paid to it. 
Mr. Wright, however, is chiefiy direct- 
ing his efforts to saving the white 
heron and has practically covered the 
whole state of Missouri and put the 
matter before the milliners In a way 
that will bear fruit in toe future. Now 
he Is planning a nation w 
for saving our birds.

WORLD COINAGE PLANNED. 

Leipzig Savant to Explain Trade Ex- 
pansion Idea In Berlin. 

Professor WUhelm Ostwald of Leip- 
zig university, one of Germany's most 
distinguished savants, who lectured at 
Columbia and Harvard universtUes In 
1905, has originated a novel project 
for a universal world coinage. 

He has been invited by the Merchants 
and Manufacturers' association of Ber- 
lin to make the first public exposition 
of his Idea before that organization 
some time in September or October. 
The association will ask leading bank- 
ers and exporters to attend the meet- 
ing and join In the discussion as to the 
practicability of Professor Ostwald's 
proposals. 

The scientist's general idea is that 
the commerce and Intercommunication 
of nations would be Immensely facili- 
tated and simplified by the adopUou 
of a money system and coinage com- 
mon to the whole civilized world. 

Professor Ostwald holds honorary 
degrees from the leading universities 
of the world.
